ran off the road an eighth of a 
mile from Route 422's intersection 
with Route 82 about 200 feet from 
the Buddies nursery. 


It hit a one-foot-high pile of 


dirt in front' of a steep. 15-foot 
embankment, t h e n started 
down the embankment, all but 
the back of the car going down ' 
it. 


Chief Horine said the only ex- 


planation he couia think of for the 
fire was that, because of th# car's 
steep angle on the slope, gasoline 
had run from the carburetor onto 
hot engine metal and ignited.

F ir em en who risk their lives and limbs al­ 
most daily have been too lenient with flag­ 
rant disregard for the law. as well as with 
kibitzers who interfere with their work 
But no praises can go the way o f the 
lo cal justice o f the peace who didn’t 
kno w Po ttsto wn had a mo dern and teeth- 
filled fire o rdinance. 
This .justice of the peace fir.ed the ar­ 
rested m an a nominal fee of $5 under a law 
that was passed somewhere around 1914 He 
said he didn’t know the new law. under 
which he could have assessed a 
$100 fine, 
ex isted. 
No wonder Pottstown gets so little law en­ 
forcement when these conditions obtain! 


Pottstown is hopeful that the action of 
Fire Chief Roth will stop some of the crazy 
fires around town. 
F o r instance, take leaf burning. Po tts­ 
to wn no t o nly has a law which say s o ut­ 
do o r trash fires may o nly be set in co n­ 
tainers, but it also has a law which say s 
leav es may no t be burned o n the street. 
Take a trip around town and sec how 
this law is broken. In alley and in field, you 11 
see tr ash fires burning like bonfires, and 
not in containers, either. You'll see bonfires 
of leaves being burned on the st reets—and 
you ought to see what the heat does to m a ­ 
c a d a m ' 


Pottstown is in the throes of a terrible 
drouth. The ground is scorched. Fields are 
brown. They’d go up like tinder if a match 
were set to them. Care is necessary. 
I ire Chief Dick l.indauer is so wo rried 
that he has put o n a strict ban against 
any kind o f trash o r field fires. It wo uld 
be well if ev ery o ne were to o bey this 
ban. It’s necessary ! 
Don’t try to get away with the smallest 
fire. Fir em en arc out to enforcc this one! 
They're also worried about the pa per trash 
that is collecting in Pottstown’s c e llar1!. What 
goes here? Why won't the garbage collector 
pick up waste paper? 
There ought to be a councilmanic in­ 
quiry into this. 


Veterans Are Tax payer* Too 
U O W far the government should go in pro­ 
viding free medical treatm ent for vet­ 
era n s whose disabilities are not connected 
with their military service is a difficult and 
delicate problem. 
It is unanimously agreed that every pos­ 
sible aid should be given the veteran whose 
injury o r illness is service-connected. That 
is a basic duty and responsibility of govern­ 
ment, and it is a privilege for us to pay tax es 
to make it possible. But as m atte r s stand 
now, the government hospitals a r e largely 
occupied with caring for those whose troubles 
have no military origin. 
It can be argued that this is owed to all 
who served their country in war. Yet there 
is no way to equitably repay those who made 
sacrifices in widely varying degre e while in 
uniform. A parallel can be drawn of the man 
who saves another from drowning. How can 
such a debt be canceled? 
In the pure practical sphere, the veterans 
are tax payers too There arc now more than 
20.000.000 men and women who served in the 
military forces and the num ber swiftly in­ 
creases. If all of them are to be entitled to 
free medical service, the bill will be stagger­ 
ing—and the veterans, no less than others, 
will have to pay it. 
Finally, the danger in a medical program 
sucli as this that it would become so huge and 
powerful as to be the dominant factor in the 
whole mcdica^ system of the nation. And 
then the way to socialized or politically- 
bossed medicine would be wide open. 
These are far-reaching matters, that must 
not be forgotten in the debate over the vct-

Veterans Are Taxpayers Too 
JJOW far the government should go in pro- 


viding free medical treatment for vel- 


. erans whose disabilities are not connected 


with their military service is a difficult and 
delicate problem. 


It is unanimously agreed that every pos- 


sible aid should be given the veteran whose 
injury or illness is service-connected. That 
is a basic duty 'and responsibility of govern- 
ment, and it is a privilege for us to pay taxes 
to make it possible. But as matters stand 
now, the government hospitals are largely 
occupied with caring for those whose troubles 
have no military origin. 


It can be argued that this, is owed to all 


who served their country in war. Yet there 
is no way to equitably repay those who made 
sacrifices in widely varying degree while in 
uniform. A parallel can be drawn of the man 
who saves another from drowning. How can 
such a debt be canceled? 


In the pure practical sphere, the veterans 


arc taxpayers too. There arc now. more than 
20,000,000 men and women Avho served in the 
military forces and the number swiftly in- 
creases. If all of them are to be entitled to 


i free medical service, the bill will be staggcr- 
* ing—and the veterans, no less than others, 
, will have to pay it. 


Finally, the danger in a medical program 


sucli as this that it would become so huge and 
powerful as to be the dominant factor in the 
whole medica^ system of the nation. And 
then the way to socialized or politically- 
bossed medicine would be wide open. 


» 
These are far-reaching matters, that must 


. not be forgotten in the debate over the vet- 


eran problem.

Secretary Dulles indicated in his New 


York speech Tuesday night that th,e Big 
Three are resuming their efforts to have 
Italy included in the "Little NATO" mu- 
tual defense pact between Greece, Tur- 
key and Yugoslavia, and so submerge 
the Trieste issue. 


The secretary was not specific. He 


said "a "new concept is in the making 
which could bury these differences. It 
would draw Yugoslavia together with 
Italy and the other NATO allies in a 
common strategy. 


"Yugoslavia' cannot be sure as an 


independent nation without associa- 
tion with its NATO neighbors—Tur- 
key, Greece and Italy." 


At the same time, he reiterated the 


belief thar*th"e Allied decision to turn 
Zone A of Trieste back to Italy would 
help produce a settlement of the Italian- 
Yugoslav dispute. 


* * * 


A TREATY with Italy would go to the 


heart of one of Yugoslavia's greatest 
fears in connection with the proposal. 


She just might agree on Zone A if she 


could have guarantees that Italy would 
not use her position there to advance her 
claims on Zone B, the Yugoslav-occupied 
and primarily Slovene area. 


There would however, have to be 


additional inducements on both sides 
to protect both governments from 
reaction among .their constituents 
after having encouraged Irridentism 
and Chauvinism. 


Such additional inducements might 


take the form of military or other aid. 
It might take the form of an aid treaty 
with the Mediterranean group similar to 
the one now being worked out to apply 
between the United States and the pro- 
posed six-nation European Defense com-1 
munity. 


SINCE Italy already is a member of 


NATO, such a plan would be more of a 
face-saving than a material gesture to-' 
ward her. There arc, however, certain 
things about it to remand her of what 
can happen to non-cooperative nations, 
such as has just happened to Israel, cut 
off from American aid. 


For Yugoslavia it would mean a 


relationship with the United States very 
close km to those of the NATO countries, 
to which she docs not wish to belong. 


Dulles' inclusion of Greece and 


Turkey in his comment suggests 
that he leans more toward some 
such arrangement as described above 
than toward the idea for unification 
of an unoccupied Trieste territory 
under an international administra- 
. tion including both Italy and Yugo- 


slavia. 


The very forces which produced the 


idea of a five-power settlement confer- 
ence, however, also support the validity 
of five-power control.

YOUR HEALTH 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


THE TYPICAL wheeze of the allergic 


asthma victim is also the typical wheeze 
of the sufferer of smoker's asthma. But 
there the similarity ends. 


Smoking can cause an asthma of a 


non-allergic type in certain individuals. 
However, the attacks of wheezing 
arc 


not as severe in smoker's asthma as in 
the usual asthma. 


An individual, as a rule, can sleep 


lying down while the true allergic asth- 
matic patient cannot. The smoker's ir- 
ritation is usually confined to the upper 
purt of the tubes leading to the lungs, 
\\hile in other types of asthma, nearly all 
of the tubes leading to the air sacs of 
the lungs are involved. 


The common signs of an allergy arc 


absent in this disease. Typical blood 
cells, known as eosinophils, which are 
fcund increased in the blood of allergic 
people, are also absent. 


It has been found that people who rc- 


acl to smoking in this way may also be 
irritated by odors from paint, burning 
wood, frying fat, and certain types of 
smoky dust. It is believed that chemical 
irritation from the tobacco causes the 
asthma. 


The irritation causes excess mucus 


to form in the air passages. 
This pro- 


duces the wheezing. The person has dif- 
ficulty inhaling and, on exhaling, . a 
wheeze or whistle-like sound is 
very 


piomincnt. 


A sore, throat" is a usual accompani- 


ment of the disease. 
Attacks of cough- 


ing arc also frequent. 


The symptoms arc usually caused by 


smoking and arc relieved by discontinu- 
ing'at least the excessive use of to- 
bacco. During a very severe attack, the 
usual drugs that relieve asthma, such as 
cpinphrine, are of help.1 


This does not mean that all types of 


asthma are caused by smoking. In those 
that.are, however, it is well to discon- 


tinue" this habit. The doctor will decide 


on the best treatment.
